"The spirit of infancy in public 
school music has passed," was one of 
the pithy statements made by Miss 
Zadie L. Phipps, instructor of public 
school music in the Florida State Col- 
lege for Women, in her address <m the 
relation of public school music to "our 
schools, our homes, and our commonl- 
ties," before the Florida Bdncatlon 
Association, December 28. The meet- 
ing was held in St. Petersbnzg. 

"Public school mnsic," die said, 
"has not become an integral part ot 
the school system. It has grown by 
leaps and bounds and is assuming 
larger and larger proportions. Its 
value is undoubted. Music used to be 
only for those who had talent, but 
now, through public school music, for 
all; and that ability which once lay 
dormant has been brought forth both 
to the pupils' enjoyment and the en- 
joyment of others. 

"It may be advisable to explain just 
a bit what public school music is doing 
throughout the country. Sometimes 
people .think we go into a school, sing 
a song to the children, they sing it 
after us, and this constitutes public 
school music. Very ter from it. It 
is true we do a great deal of rote WRg 
work in the first grade and sometimes 
after, but this is a very small pa rt of 
puMlc school music Bran fa the first 
grade we are awakening nrantsl qnall- 
tles such as concentration. qnlckralnK 
of thought, team work, memorizing, 
etc. Kren In the flist giada wa sre 
teaching ear training and nrasle ap- 
preciation. 

"With tiie second grade starts the 
syllable reading — the fundamental 
princii)le of public school music. The 
children learn the syllables of the 
scales and their respective distances. 
Then they take up the interval work. 
Syllable singing gives exactness to 
pitch which can never be obtained 
otherwise. 

"Through the eight years this syl- 
lable reading must be kept np; then 
when our boys and girls giadoate from 
Junior high they are doliig sodh vnk 
as heretofore only artists hsva been 
able to do. SyUablo rauUng Aonld be 
first and foremost in the mind o( 
every snperrlsor aad every grade 
teacher. 

"In addition to syllable work 
through all these years, I would like 
to speak of other went whleh takes 
place. As a result of syOalM rsadlag 

comes sight reading. 

"I visited a little second-grade room 
last spring. The supervisor, who i 
came once a month (the grade teach- 1 
ers doing the work in the meantime) 1 
was that morning working on inter-' 
vales. Some of the older boys moved 
from grade to grade a little portable { 
organ, which, however, gave forth] 
good, full volume. The snpervlsorj 
played to this little second grade one 
interval after anothw. Bsch Umel 
after she played an Interval, the chil- 
dren sang this, giving its syllable! 
name .and not once during that 16- i 
minute period was there a mistake 
made bj any child. ! 

"In another school the supervisor! 
sent four junior high school pupils to 
the board. He played a four-part mel- 
ody. One wrote soprano, another the 
alto, another tenor, and the other ' 
child the bass. If any of you think 
this is an easy thing to do, try it when \ 
yon go home. Our children are getting

iis;ister. is now In the United States 
rcf tiperaUng. It was Miss ChrisUe 
vho at great personal risk saved over 
wo hundred young orphans who had 
' M to the Smyrna Y. W. C. A. for 
heiter, guiding them along ttie flam- 
ing streets filled with soldiers plun- 
dering on all sides. I 
This young Y. W. C. A. worker 
-tayed in Smyrna until forced to leave 
on an Aaerteaa cargo boat From 
here she wen^ to Piraeus with refu- 
ees who had been driven out by the 
■tsassacre and fire. The Y. W. C. A., 
■iher with the American Women's 
pital Association, the American 
lief Association and the V. M C. A., 
s working steadily and earnestly to 
rpiieve conditions and reunite fami 
ips. Caring for mothers of new-born 
•s amid acute privation and ex- 
ire is onlv one trncic phase of 
r iricantic "relief problem Due to 
ircUv of milk, warm water was 
•..r nianv weeks durine the emer- 
to thes.- helpless little vi.tims. 
Ihe Greek eovernment is fully 
vake to the relief situation and is 
•inir its best to eojie with it." S^d 
rhrisiie the other day. ''To the 
:i r)f its means it has established 
idvnienf bureaus, bread lines, con- 
niration camps and information bu- 
ms Yet the misery is BtUl on such 
hewilderingly large scale that every- 
l inc that is within our power to 
hare can alone meet the situation.

Camping in Greece 

Tents pitched in the shadow of the 

Acropolis — row upon row, little white 
tents, and gray ones and brown ones, 
huddle close to the sheltering Grecian 
hills. The tents swarm with people, 
shabby, ill-kept, hungry people. These 
refu._eos a few months auo were liapi'v 
residents of Smyrna uniil the famous 
disaster of Septiinber ',dh. Among 
iheiii were leaders, young men and 
women with initiative, with far-seeing 
vision. (Jne of them was Theodora 
Isaakidon, a girl who dreamed dreams 
and then four.d the place in which to 
make them ( ome true. 

The Smyrna Y. W. C. A. was unable 
in its limited staff and organization to 
reach all of the industrial girls In that 
city, which was a manufacturing cen- 
ter of Importance. To Miss Isaakidon, 
the Greek assistant, came the idea of 
establishing a branch in a section of 
the city nearest the larger factories. 
A huge bam next door to a large car- 
pet making concern was soon con- 
verted into an industrial center that 
loasted a homelike atmosphere. 

And here in this place of her own 
conception, "Miss Theodora," as the 
girls lovingly called her. won many of 
them over to work in the classes and 
clubs formt'd by the Y. W. C. A. 

.•\fter September !ith there was noth- 
ing left of Smyrna. The industrial 
center and the carpet factory had van- 
isi ed 'oae'her. The people who had 
lived and worked in them were refu- 
L:ees- -thousands of husbands, sepa- 
rati li from wives, children or parents 
— fully a million people were homeless. 
.Miss Isaakidon was at a training con- 
ference in London at the time, but 
early in October she returned to 
Athena to aid in the tremeiidtr;- 
dertaking of refugee and reconstruc- 
tion work. Together with Jean Chris- 
tie, a worker from the United States, 
she opened a personal service bureau, 
which did a woaderful wwk is re- 
uniting families and finding places for 
the homeless wanderers who had not 
even a temporary bed at night. 

The Y. W. C. A. and the American 
Relief and the American Red Cross 
have been the leading forces in or- 
ganizing the work among the refugees. 

So in sunny Athens, on a broad plain 
at the foot of the Acropolis, stretch 
row on row of tents, little white tents, 
and brown ones and gray ones. They 
are small and comfortless, nestled 
close to the Grecian hills, but they are 
"home" to a hcnneless people.

Due to the large Increase in mem- 
. rshiii and the broadening out of 
rl. done by the association, the cabi- 
1.. , feels that the present advisory 
iHjard of three is too small to do Its 
work with the greatest efficiency. 

To meet this need which arises, the 
cabinet appointed a committee to i>re- 
iiare and recommend an amendment 

10 the constitution which would permit 
a larger advisory I'oard. 

The committee report, as read by

11 possible for the number to be in- 
creased or decreased to meet the 
changing wmditions without further 
amendment to the constitution. 

As is required in the constitution, 
an amendment must be presented at 
one meetlBg previous to the one in 
which the vote is taken. So tomorrow 
evening at regular Y. W C A services 
the amendment will be voted upon.

.\ deiarture from the usual order of 
denominational meetings drew a large 
number of girls to the Thalian room 
Tuesday night to hear Robert Thorn- 
well Colt, of the Sottthem Presby- 
terian Mission of Soonchun, Korea. 
The MethodteU and Presbyterians met 
together. The Rev. Mr. Carmen, of 
the Presbyterlui diarch. led the sing- 
ing and introduced the speaker. The 
Rev. Mr Grogan gave the invocation, i 
Mr. Colt began his talk by l riefiy 
covering the educational phase of his 
work in Korea. Out of the 100,000 
people with whom he works, about 
half, he said, are women. Only about 
a humired of them have names, for, 
according to the Korean custom of 
several thousand yearsing, a woman is 
not won by of a name of her own until 
she marries. She then takes the name 
of her husband, or. if she has a son, 
that of tne son. The Korean girls, 
stated the speaker, have no choice as 
to the matter of marriage. They are 
all made wives by the time they are 
at least 16. 

A Korean man wlH not confess that 
he has daughters, and if he has only 
daughters he will tell you that he has 
no children, was one of the intwesting 
points brought out in Mr. Cdit's talk. 

The suppression of the women is 
being relieved greatly now by the ad- 
vent of the Christian missionaries In I 
the land. The Methodists have estab- 
iished a girln' college, and the Meth- 
odists, Presbyterians and Episcopa- 
lians have built primary and high 
schools for the instruction of the 
youth. 

The Christian influence is doing a 
great deal, according to the mission- 
ary's report, to upbuild the Korean 
nation nieutally. physically and spirit- 
ually. .Moiiel women are being turned 
out from the schools to go into the 
' squalid homes and make them fit for 
habitation. They are getting as a col- 
lateral with tlieir religious tnining, 
instruction and practice in hygiene. 
I From pictures of Korean life which 
Mr. Coit produced for his audience in 
'a few well chosen words, one would 
conclude that the people axe greatly 
in need of all the training in saattaUon 
that they can get. 

Wave of Learning. 
During the last three years an edu- 
cational wave has swept over Korea, 
making the church more than ever the 
leader of the country, and as a conse- 
quence, hundreds of students are being 
turned out yearly to go into the inner- 
most parts of their land and spread 
the teachings. 

Formerly it took about ten years to 
learn how' to read well, for all the 
education of Korea was centered 
around the Chinese. This condition 
closed the doors of education to 
women. The zeal now for education 
in the women as well as the men has 
resulted in the newspapers, journals 
and books, printing their material for 
the public In the Korean script. 
Girls Earn Way Through School. 
Not only in America are there girls 
whose eagerness for education is giv- 
ing them the courage to pay for their 
schooling. In Korea, where it has al- 
ways ben so hard for a gir! to be rec- 
ognized as having any mental capacity, 
there are girls working their way 
through the mission schools by making 
lace and doing other kinds of fancy 
work. Mr. Coit gave an example of 
one Korean man whose daughter in 



On last Saturday evening at 7:S0, 
Dean Salley's room was the meeting 
place for the Scientific So< iety After 
the regular business session, the meet- 
ing was turned over to Dr. Oage as 
speaker. 

Dr. Gage gave an interesting talk on 
j-The Evolution of Uinguage." This 
I subject is one of a series treating on 
various biases of evolntlo&. 

"Language," said Dr. Gage, "to that 
means by which one Individual makes 
another act according to his own 
ideas." He further explained that 
such a system exists not only among 
individuals hut alse among many ani- 
mals which live in groups. Language 
is a series of sounds which man has 
built up in the course of centuries. 
Thus in a certain group every indi- 
vidual understands the meaning of 
sounds used by that group. In this 
way the individuals are able to com- 
municate their ideas to one another. 

Centuries ago, before such an elab- 
orate series had evolved ami when the 
.survival of the fittest w is ttie order of 
I the day. men could not muse on sounds 
I that were pleasing to the ear — such 
I sounds came with civilization. Thus 
it is believed that certain sounds are 
closely connected with the olfactory 
and gustatory bcnsations becaiMe ttMf 
are remnants of the days when sounds 
were made because necessity de- 
manded. 

In concluding. Dr. Gage said that 
the study of evolution of language goes 
hand In hand with the study of the 
evolution of man. 

The members of the society find 
their meetings helpful and entertain- 
ing because they deal with subjects in 
wlilch they are interested. The speak- 
ers chosen are capable of presenting 
their subjects in an interesting as well 
as in a s<dentiflcally accurate way.

The tendency of obesity is a spectre 
which haunts the footsteps of many 
students, and the teacher of idiysical 
education is consulted frequently in 
regard to the methods of reducing an 
accumulation of fat Some individuals 
are more prone (i> (i\ er abundant flesh 
than ot; ers. and then there is an in- 
herite i jifedisi osiiidi; tn tol'ow type! 
These are generally people <>\ a placid. 
easy-s;oin'jr temiieramenl who have a 
ilisinclination to t.-ike nnuh exercise. 
The fat ac uinulat' s insidiously in 
those res-'ions where tin re is little mus 
cular activity namely, around the 
wai.st. abdomen, hips, shouders and 
ne( k. 

Kxercise is an important agent in 
reducing. However, it alone is not 
sufficient, but must be accompanied 
by regulation of diet, which in some 
cases means rigid self-denial. If there 
is a determination to follow a program 
of rigorotiB exercise and restriction of : 
diet, the results will be enitifying in 
the extreme. The |)rocess of reducing' 
the weight should be gradual, for it 
is weakening to reduce too rapidly 
reirulalion of thf diet, there should be 
no eatinsr lietwe- n meals: the fjuantity 
of sugar, fats and slar( h should be 
diminished. The menu should contain 
a quarter proportion of bulky fools 
which are less in caloric value, and 
salads and fruit in abumlance The; 
len/ptation to indnlce in candy and! 
doughnuts should be met with forti- i 
tude. As for exercise, the procram | 
should embody both general and local ; 
work. The exercise, heel raising, knee i 
bending with arm raised sideways, is 
useful as well as a general ezerdBe. 

The practice of drawing the abdo-| 
men in by vountary contractioa of the ; 
musces is helpful. 

For a flabby chin, head bending' 
backward, head bending sideways, 
head twistinc and rotation. 

For ba( k of the neck (prominence of 
seventh cervical): 

1. Throw- head horizontally back- 
ward, drawing chin down. 

2. Arms forward bend as ben'l of 
shoulders. Fists clenched, throw arms 
and head slowly and forcibly bat I 
ward. 

3. Hend trunk h' inrwanl from 
the hips. Extend arm- slowly side- 
ways from shoulders, keeping head 
back. 

Exercise for rednciag abdominal and 
trunk muscles:

the annual meeting of the National 
Su|>€rintendenta' AssociatloB at Cleve- 
land, Ohio. 



The second conference, tbe National 
Christian Gonfereace, was beld in 
Shanghai. Cbrtstiani^ needs China 
as much as Cbina needs Chris- 
tianity, for China, it is expected, will 
discover m^ny new tbnigs for the 
world in Christianity. 

The third conference, which was the 
■ leventh conference of the World's 
Student Christian Federation, was 
held in Chinkwab College in Peking 
This college was established by the 
Chinese with America's share of the 
indemnify of the Boxer rebellion. Its 
faculty is composed mainly of Amer- 
ican teachers, who train students to go 
to America. There were over twelve 
hun ired students at this conference. 
It is striking. Mr. Barnett said, to see 
how students of the East and of the 
West share a common attitude of 
sj irit. These students did not lose 
time in sparring, as they realized they 
were grappling with the same funda- 
mental questions even if from differ- 
ent viewpoints. They agreed that 
.\mericaas do not know the mind of 
Christ, and they also agreed that if 
they '1id. they would know the solu- 
tion for all racial questions and na- 
tional and international disputes of 
to'ay. This conference showed that 
while the nineteenth century dealt 
merely in neighborhood affairs, the 
twentieth centurv deals in a brother- 
hood of the world. 

Mr. Barnett said Christ combined 
an intense interest in indivirlual per- 
sons \vith an inclusive interest in all 
humanity Chrislianitv is fundamen- 
tally Christ, and the Christianity that 
is really Christianity will rally people 
nrotinil Christ. Although India reiects 
much of the materialism of the West, 
■'nd although the Indians as a whole 
rio not like the . Christian churches, 
they reverence Christ. It is neces- 
sary at first to realize that "we should 
bring (^s^st tooiw we«Id4M ceavwrta/'

'rh>' time has come lor us to search 
oui ;i dinner from our nifty netters 
and a champion trom our golf experts, 
as is shown by this interesttng article 
written by Fred HawthiMue on "Ama- 
teur Sports": 

"The athletic pot is ever boiling. 
No sooner does the curtain fall on tfae 
football season here in the North than 
the scene of activity shifts to the 
Southland, where golf and lawn tennis 
claim the attention of a large part of 
the population, and to the Far West, 
where motorboat speed races are held 
off the coast of California. Not to be 
outdone entirely, the athletes who re- 
main in the frozen Northland all win- 
ter Pnd plenty of opportunity to lieep 
the kinks out of their muscles, what 
with hockey, injioor athletic games, 
squash tennis and indoor lawn tennis, 
not to mention the various champion- 
ship ice skating races in the uiii)er 
reaches of New York State. New p:ng- 
land and Canada, and the jdcturesque 
"Winter Caniivals," Sn'all wonder it 
is that our youni; men and women 
Iiave developed into a race of world- 
conquering athletes and amazons. 
From year's end to year's eoA they 
are able to indulge their tendency in 
sports to the full. and. like Dr. Cione's 
disciples, "day by day. in every way, 
they are getting better and t>etter.'' 

"DBTiag the pwt year tlwre haa beea 
a notable strengthening of the 'entente 
cordiale' in oar athletic relattons with 
Great Britain. One of tiie moat strik- 
ing instances of this came in the 
action taken at the meeting of the 
lawn tennis solons of the various na- 
tions in London last month. In de- 
ciding to adojit a code of tmiversal 
rules governing the ,garae, the Knglish 
association led the way. and. with a 
few minor exceptions and alterations, 
emboilied the rules now in force in 
this country, I think it will be only 
a question of tini'-. too. when the All- 
England Cluh voluntarily renounces 
its present claim to th'- world's turf 
court championship and advocates a 
rotation of that event. When that 
time arrives, the United States L.awn 
Tennis Association will formally be- 
come a member of the International 
Lawn Tennis Federation and with all 
the tennis-playing countries working 
on a commim ground, there should be 
a tremendous advance in the game the 
world over. 

"Another instance of international 
athletic understanding was afforded 
at the annual meeting of the United 
States Golf Association in Plttshnrgh, 
some two weeks ago, when the sched- 
ule committee set the date for the 
national ojien championship during 
the week of .luly !)th to 13th, on the 
course of the Inwood Country Club, 
L, I., and also decided to send the 
strongest learn of amateurs available 
to Kngland next May for the purposes 
of defendiuL' tlie Walker Cup and to 
compete in i!n Uritish amateur cham 
pionship tcjurna ment. The setting of 
the date for our national open in July 
carried particular significance for the 
reason that there had been consider- 
able discussion, previous to the meet- 
ing in Pittsburgh, as to the advim- 
UUty of ignofing the British open, 
vhlch is played on June 14 and 15, 
sod bedding the American open in 
that month. TUb, of course, would 
have made It ImpoesiUe tor our pro- 
feralof^e,^««#il,tlif ^MVili ^mt.

ship test at home, .Now, howerer. thCj 
matter has been officially settled and' 
it will be quite possible for Walter 
Hagen. Yankee holder of the British 
open honors, to make the trip to Bng- 
land ' next sommer, defend Ma cham- 
pionship over the Troon Hnks and 
return to the United States in ample 
time to have a try at dene Sarazen's 
.Vmerican open title. There is small 
doulit. too. that a host of others of 
our leading professionals will journey 
overseas, and perhaps some of our 
amateur stars, in the laudable at- 
tempt to retain the British title for 
this country, .\s for the sending over 
of a team of our leading amateurs, it 
will (onstitute but an act of inter- 
national (ourtesy. in view of the fact 
that England sent au amateur team 
to this country last summer. The 
British amateurs, although defeated 
for the Walker Cup on the National 
Golf Links at Sdnthampton, and also 
individaally in the national amateur 
tourney at Broofcline a week later, 
made a UMMt favorable immreaaton In 
this country both becanse (rf their 
splendid golfing ability and their 
sterling sportsmanship. It is eminent- 
ly fitting, thwefore, that we should 
return the vlalt. even if Jesse Sweet- 
/er, the champion, Bobby .lones. and 
two or three other of our best ama- 
teurs may And it impossible to malie 
the journey because of attendance at 
college The main thing, after all, is 
the continuance and strengthening of 
the cordial relations now existing be- 
tween the two golfing bodies Even 
championships fade into the realm of 
minor things, in comparison."

Jr., who is a 
trustee of John B. Stetson University 
and chairman of the Hoard of Publica- 
tion of the Florida State Historical 
Societ.\ . gave an impressive lecture be- 
fore the members of the History and 
Social ScicHice Club in the colle.;:.' au- 
ditorium on Friday evening. .March 2. 

Florida in the time of the S|ianiards, 
to quote Mr. Stetson, Included land 
from Chesapeake Bay down into Me«- 
cio, with no deflnlte lisalts. These 
lands shrank as UmlU were laid down, 
Florida was then a part of a lax^ 
colonial empire kept by the Spanish 
king himself because people AiA not 
want to go to a place where gold had 
BOt bem discovwed, as was tbe case 
in Florida. Due to the triplicate sys- 
tem of paper wwfcs of the Spaniards, 
copies have been preserved of all Im- 
portant old docrments. Such copies 
give clues to definite information. 
.Enough of these documents are evi- 
I dently In existence to bring light upon 
I the "dark ages" of Florida history, 
'that is. the years 1508-1763. In some 
. rases actual doeuinents have been 
preserved in tluir own words. 

It is a historical fact that in the 
aforementioned colonial days the gov- 
ernors of Florida wrote annually to 
the Spanish king to report conditions. 
■ All matters that they could not s^lc 
were sent to the king tor a dcclslsa, 
It is most probaible that a little re- 
search would nneov« many de enme ats 
with valuable Uilmmatfoa concerning 
those yean. 

Ther eare two main problems: One 
is to find the documents, and the other 
to preserve them against fire. Mr. 
Stetson emphasized the importance of 
these &cts as a servlee to the State as 
well as intelleetaai plaaane to the 
coatributor. 

Many of the old documents are in 
the archives of Seville. In the same 
museum to which Columbus willed his 
library there are sixty million docu- 
ments, all classified according to the 
departments of government they con- 
cern. These are being catalogued by 
the Spanish government and Carnegie 
Institute has also helped. The Florida 
1 State Historical Society has copyists 
in Spain to copy some of the most val- 
uable documente in order that stadente 
may translate and edit them. An old 
map of 1509 shows that Florida was 
then known, althongji the eennnon be- 
lief is that It was discovered by Ponee 
de Leon about 161S. 

For writing history, Mr. Stetson 
gave some general rules that it is best 
to follow. Whenever possible, tbe 
source of the material, as well as con- 
temporary writings, should be found. 
But a small hint Is needed by the his- 
torian or philologist to deduce a great 
deal. This applies to Florida history 
as well as any o ' or A brief sheet 
of paper that mi'-'hi be a receipt for 
money I aid a soldier may. on closer 
examination, tell the name of the com- 
mander or the name and place of aa 
important expedition. 

Mr. Stetson urged tbe aecumulatioa 
of past documents for presoat enlight- 
enment. Mr. Stetson is planning to 
publish in the proceedings of his so- 
ciety BOBice docnmeats en Eterlda 
histmr that It will be asaHaUe to 
the geaeiBl s Ui d ont to whom sncb msr 
terial woaM otherwise be inaccessible.

A field of interdenominational ser- 
vice for students has been opened 
among farm and cannery ndgrant 
workers, thousands of women and 
girls, by the t'oiini il of Women for 
Home Missions. These seasonal labor- 
ers are einjiloyed in canneries and on 
truck farms, the dnnition of work in 
one place ranKinfr from six weeks to 
three nioiilhs Most frequently there 
are ims|ieak:il)le livins; conditions in 
the shacks and hunk hoiises. and ap- 
|)alIinK ignorance. The family groups 
,i;o from city sluriis to berry iiatches. 
vegetable gariiens. canneries, or oysi- r 
beds and liack to the slums — a mi.grant 
life, without a real home or oppor- 
tunity for church nr sciiool or play. 

Since 1!t2ii a!,'-! 'fi- v>nr; was be- 
gun, stations li:u. \.f>-\i •■-t.iMished in 
New imney. .Marvlana, h-lawar- ati-i 
Pennsylvania. As soon as fumls war- 
rant, stations will be established in 
wider areas. 

There are usnally three college girls 
as workers at each station, one having 
charge of the day nursery and first- 
aid s tation , one the noon lunches, and 
one the playground. Other parts of 
the service include the flag salute, les- 
sons in .\merican citizenship and 
Christian living, personal and social 
hygiene, and sanitation and various 
handwork activities 

This movement is of inten st to Y. 
W. C. A. members everywhere, for al- 
though not directly conne' ted with it, 
the Hot Springs convention in .Xpril 
last year expressed great interest and 
a desire to know more about the work.

Miss Doris Hnff, who is giving a 
course in scout leadership. Miss Hnlt 
gave an outline of the work, aims and 
history of the scout movement. It was 
started twelve or fifteen years ago at 
the same time the Boy Scout organiza- 
tion was founded. Though the prin- 
ciples of both organizations are the 
same, they naturally differ in minor 
details. Home-making arts and 
sciences and outdoor life are the two 
main divisions of the work. The train- 
ing in patriotism is jiractical — the girls 
learn by doing. During the war much 
replacement work was done. This was 
of a valuable nature since it released 
capable women from housework and 
sent tbem out where their abilities 
could be pat to work for the govern- 
ment. 

Tbe Girl Scouts recently conducted 
a campaign in Harrisburg, Pa., to rid 
the city of moths. This proved suc- 
cessful and beneflciaL 

However, though all this work is 
planned, it is not really work; it is a 
game. The high rules in the Scout 
game are embodied in the promise 
that each girl takes on becoming a 
member, and the ten Scout laws. 

The girls and boys of ail countries

The great task confroBttng Jesus, he 
said, was to lead men to rethink God. 
Previous to the coming of Christ, men 

had various ideas of their God. First, 
tii.-r- iiaii heen tj.e Idea among the 
Hebrews that they harl a god who was 
their own sr^. rial jugt as other 

tribes had srods that were part ieiilarlv 
interested in them Later, this idek 
was broadened, and when the Israel- 
ites came into contact with other na 
tions they learned sradiial!-. that their 
God was concrne,! with the welfare 
Of others. Then came a realization of 
our broader idea of a God that is the 
lK>d of the whole earth. 

This Idba was accepted In Christ s 
time but their conception was of an 
awful, faraway God. whose verj- name 
was not to be publicly mentioned. So 
upon .Jesus fell the task of leading 
pien to rethink God. He taught them 
that rjori was a very real and very 
Kindly r.o.i. who loved His children 
and who was willing to help them 
just a.s a fath. r loves and helps his 
children. Many parables were de- 
signed to teach us that Cod's attitude 
towani lis is that of a kind, loving 
Father 

The Fatherhood of God firings an- 
other lesson to us— that of the hrother- 
hood of man. If God is onr Father 
and we are His children, it follows 
that we stand in the relation of broth 
ers to each other. Christ's teachings I 
are full of this lesson. He has a won i 
derful regrad for the personality of a 
Irnman beinir :He stands almost In 
awe of a man's soul, because He T«eofr 
nizes the divine spark and sees In it 
infinite posslbiUUes.

Since ("ain 
as; cd. • .\in 1 my hrotlier'a keeper? ' 
the (piestion has tteon one of ever- 
iiKTeasin^; importance. 

.\or has any group of people e\.r 
learned how to deal with it. Tii' 
.lews, for example, thought it w.i> 
tiieir duly to <lestroy (>eople. No on.- 
;.e;^iiii or race has ever understood 
iir heatil ilie commands of (jod per- 
fe(il\. and the Jews sincerely Ire- 
lie\eii that Coti had commanded them 
to destroy tbe Canaanites. This was 
the old idea of the best way to deal 
with an inferior race. When tbe Jews 
marched into Canaan and destroyed 
the inhabitants the lesttlts were dis- 
astrous. So we know their command 
A as not from God. 

To us today there is sUU the dilfi 
culty of hearing God's commands per- 
fectly. We may consider the bearing 
successful if we are able to under- 
stand his voice better with each suc- 
ceeding generation.

Ike Mosquito— What About 
Him? 

A very intereatlBg piece of work on 
this subject haa been submitted by 
Ruth Knowles, in English I. The com- 
position required considerable inves- 
tigation, and to ItB complete form 
would not be ^predated here; but 
extracts have l>eeii made from her 
paper for these columns because they 
are significant in the campaign 
against the mosquito. 

• There are six genera of mosqui- 
toes, but one is provided with no pro- 
bascis and is not a biting insect. All 
but that one are troublesome and an- 
noying, but the mosquito of the 
genera .\nopheles are more than that;

of malaria The ni i'ro-ori-'anism of 
malaria is a protozoon. which takes 
the red corjiuscle for its dwi lling pla e 
when it enters the human body h r 
ing its period of residence there spor- > 
are developed, thrown into the blood 
serum an I flnil their way into the 
other red corpuscles. Every red cor 
puscle inhabited by the protozoon is 
cbstroycl. The full life of this para- 
site is incomplete until it has been 
la .' ii mtn till' stomacji of the Ana- 
l.h' les, where it undergoes a sexual 
development and gives birth to ele- 
nifiitary forms, blasts, which enter the 
-alivary L-laiids from the walls Of the 
r-iomach and are finally placed in the 
)>ody of the next human being punc- 
tured by the mosquito. 

"Mosquitoes do not generally fly great 
distances. Those of the genus Ano- 
pheles appear to be of extremely short 
night, while those of the yen us Culex 
will not fly from their breeding places 
unless light winds carry them. In 
heavy winds they ding to any points 
to wiilch they may attach themselv.s 
Trains, boats and automobiles ( arrv 
;h<'m i;r«:rf distances, and often tinu'^ 
the intro<luction of a railway will m 
feat a region hitherto unknowis 
mosquito- s Th' ir widespread disln 
bution is due to the ease of transiMjr- 
tatlon and to the facility with which 
they accommodate thems^vas to » 
novel environment.

Health Notes 

Getting Ready for Clean-up Week. 

Chief Banks and Assistant Street 
Superintendent Phillips have written 
orders to get their departments ready 
with teams and men for clean-up week. 

Every one is looking forward to 
such a week of hack-yaid deaalng 
and vacant lot cleaning as nevw be- 
fore seen. 

The Health Department is making 
a complete house to house Inspection 
of city iwoperty to caU everyone's 
attention to the necessity of co-opera- 
tion. 

Mosquito Record. 

One bean can found by the City 
Health Department holds the local 
record for mosquito breeding. This 
can, on which the label said "beans" 
in red letters, had less than a cupful 
of water in it, and this cup of water 
contained 189 wiggjers and pupae of 
mosquitoes. 

Three varieties were represented— 
a malaria type and two types spread- 
ing Dengue fever. 

Leon High School Haa Pure Milk. 
Through the co-operation of the 
City Health Department, the Leon 
High School has reduced the bacteria 
count In its milk from a hi|* figure 
to 100.000 bacteria per cubic centi- 
meter. The mUk shows a butter fat 
test of 5 per cent and total milk solids 
test of 14 per cent, which is one-fourth 
richer than the standard milk of many 
large cities. 

The city milk inspection system, 
as now conducted, makes a complete 
bacteriological and chemical examina- 
tion of milk, and has for its object the 
development of a pure inUk supply 
protected from infection.— Daily Dem 
ocrat.

Dean Sandels of that department pre- 
sented the speaker. Dr. Charles F. 
Langworthy, introducing him as chief 
of the home economics branch of the 
Department of Asricoitnre, Wasbteg-! 
fon. 

Dr. Lanf-'worihy was here at tlio 
coUe.ire three years auo. at which 
lime he siioke to the student body. 
He announced "W ednesday that he has 
been keeping u|) with the work oi 
this college and is much pleased with 
it. At the beginning of his talk he 
begged the students to get the con- 
< ei>tion of home economics as some- 
thin,s; bigger than a mere study taken 
at collose. which teaches of feeding 
and clothing a family and keeping up 
a home. The term, he declared, is 
universal, and some day will be linked 
with all phases of history, political 
economy and the sciences. 

The mea. in Dr. Lwigworthy's opin- 
ion, should know enough about home 
economics to caze for a home in cskse 
of sickness of the head of the hoase, 
and be also .asserted that women 
should be trained enough in business 
affairs to be able to carry on in case 
of the death of the "other half."

Abies, an of whom have helped to 
place home econoniii s on the sironsi 
basis it possesses today. 

The career that homo etononiics 
offers to young women, and to youns 
men for that matter, states Dr. Lang- 
wiirthy. is one of the most honorable, 
profital)le, and one of the most effec- 
tive means at contributing to the 
world.

At the last me''tinK of the Sdentiflc 
Sof iety. Dr. H. H. Hughes gave a talk 
on "The Electron In Chemistry." The 
suljject was inspired by a series ot 
lectures under the same title recently 
^iven by Sir J. J. Thomson at the 
Franklin Institute ot Philadelphia. It 
was not possible. Dr. Hughes aald. to 
uivt> in one lectvve more than a fras- 
lueaiary repwt ot Impmtaat develop- 
ments bnHi^t oat In the Thomson 
lectures. 

The atoBle tbeiHT. Invented neariy 
a century aad a qnarter ago by Dalton 
to explain the qnaatitatlve relations 
shown in the chemical oombination of 
l< inrnt-s. while useful as a mechan- 
ua! txplanation. has been always of 
questionable advantage. The periodic 
law of Mendelejeir. which has been 
one of the most useful generalizatltms 
of the sciMce of chemistry, was an 
empirical law and unUl recently was 
enUrely without hint of explanaUon. 
It seemed ratlier to ctmtradict certain 
im plications of the atomic theory. 

Dr. Hughes gave an outline of sev- 
eral lines of experimental work which 
hare thrown a flood ot tU^t upon 
these generalisations, and have led to 
the new theories of the structure of 
matter. The discoveries in the fieM 
of radio activity pointed definitely to 
thi complra natiue of the atom and 
s relstloaflMp tjf piupeiUes to Btmc- 
tiirp. The worit of Sir J. J. Thomson 
nil others has made possible an exact 
Inurement of sub-atomic quanti- 
lies. Miilikan has demonstrated the 
atomic nature of electricity; and the 
atom of electricity, the electron, has 
been shown to be a constituent of the 
atom of matter, the mass of the elec- 
iroii being 1 1845 that of the hydrogen 
■•II'.,.. A comparison by Moseley of 

■ X ray spectra of different elements 
iltefi in bis (iiscovory of the

! variety of |)benomena; such di- 
rse properties as dielectric capacity, 
partial valence in organic compounds, 
and metal-ammonia combinattons, all 
fitUng beauUfnUy with the hypothet- 
icaji ooBdittoas. 

This woric of the last twenty -five 
years, although still loosely co-ordi- j 
Dated In its theoretical bearins. has j 
already brought alwut a new point of < 
view In physical science and has been i 
'ised by manufacturers of electrical j 
devices such as the telephone, the I 
radiophone, lighting and power raa- 
'hinery, to multiply the efficiency of 
their products.

"An American with no schoolinu at all has one chance in loO.ftOO 
of becoming eminent With a high school training he has 87 times 
as good a chance. W^ith a college education he has 700 times as good 
a chance." 

Aside Irom the consideration of eminence is the fact that a college eiiuca- 
ItOB, when used to its fullest advantage, means increased opportunities lor 
success, happiness, and service. Even though it occasions hard work and 
sacrifice, it is worth the struggle.

Concerning "F' Club Qualifications 

The standard and qualifications for 
membership into the "F" Club have 
been a much discussed subject for the 
past month, so much so that all those 
concerned are desirous of making 
this matter clear to the student body. 

Formerly, any girl making a first 
place in Field Day or Water Sports 
Day event become an "F." By this 
means a girl who vas very i;i"h! in 
one evi iii l)ut who was unable to 
make a place in an\ otiier preLiuinaiy, 
vas eniitli'ii to \ve;ir an "I ," 

In comparison witii other coUeu'PS 
onr reQiiiieinents mr letter r.if-u are 
ridiculously low ana even witii the 
present changes they do not come up 
to the aviMa;;e college standard. 

The ' to create a hi«her and 
more etiiiicnt basis for awarding 
"F's" found its orif;in in the ambi- 
tious Athletic Board. The v orked out 
and completed the qualifications for 
membership into the "P" Club as we 
have them now. From the hands of 
the Athletic Board they were passed 
to the Paeuliy Athletic Advisory 
Board. This ei'uucil iuaitily approv- 
ed the new standard These measures 
were then handed to the "F"' Club for 
their decision, and were accepted 
with the same enthusiasm as Urfore. 
.\s they now stand, it is nt c' ssary for 
a sirl to make ten points 'lerHre she 
is emitted to be letter man, .\ first 
place counts five pnin's. i second, 
three points and a third o:i>' point. 
The student is required to \i>- an all 
round athlete, not necessarily a cham- 
pion in one event, but an active par- 
ticipant in any number of events. 

The Faculty Athletic Advisory 
Board suggested that the number of 
necessary points be raised from ten 
to fifteen, still counting turst place as 
five, thus making It more difficult for 
a student to become a letter man then 
ever before. 

This however was, as stated, a ang- 
Rpstion. 

The rule ceneeriiii Varsity has not 
been changed. Those mukinK Basket- 
ball or Ha>' tiall Varsity become "F's". 
But only liasket Ball Varsity will 
count toward the Banner. E:ach mena- 
ber of the team gives her class two 
points. 

The newly-elected Athletic Board 

wishes to have the student body un- 
derstand definitely all the points of 
discnsslon so that in the tattire there 
will be no mlsundsrstanding or mis- 
Interpreting of th»ir actions. 

This new standard places us more 
in line with other colleires and their 
athletic accomplishments. 

F. 8. C is proud of her letter men 
and if it is a hard earned "F" it w ill 
be more appreciated and admired by 
those who are not so fortunate than 
if thev \v(>re easily obtained and pro- 
miscuously uorii. 

We want our "F's" to have the same 
standing- as the letters 'f i.ir -i-ter 
colleLTes have. It is necessr.ry there- 
fore to make them more difficult to 
obtain ;md to make the qualifications 
for admittance into the "F" Club more 
stringent, it will not be long before 
the "F" Club will consist of a well- 
rounded versatile group of athletes, all 
working to ptit the standards for our 
athletes \\\>on the same level with 
standards set by other colleees. 

We feel that the student body will 
cooperate with Athletic Board in fur- 
therinL' .ill iiiensurcs necessary for 
J.,,.,, atl'letic activities.

Life Saving Corps Finishes 
Spring Work 

At Chapf"! Service on Friday was 
St (11 the I uiiiiiiatioii aiiil rt'waril for 
many wei ks oi hanl work. Tw<>nly- 
three i.'irls nct ixcil finliU'iiis an.! crrli- 
ficates showing; that they liad coin- 
lileteil the Life Saviiii; Ti>sts. Six i>f 
these girls were classed as examiners 
because they showed extra aliiliiy 
life savers and because of their aldl- 
ity to organize the work in new fields. 

Soon after the Chapel Demonstra- 
tion, a meeting of all the girls who 
wished to take up the work was held 
Some sixty girls signed up after see- 
ing from practical demostration what 
the work would consist of. The next 
Monday these girls started work at the 
Lake under the direction of Helen Har- 
ris. Ethel Henry, Teresa Murphy and 
Anna Laird. From that time on. until 
the ITth of May the firoup continued 
training and taking tests. From the 
sixty who started in March there were 
only twenty-three snrvivors. which 
shows to some extent Ihc liiit'n uliy of 
the tests. These twenty-three uirls 
are amonf; the stroni;est swimmers in 
school and the award of the enibleni 
ranks next to tl e award of an "F' . 
They iiasse'i their work under Caii- 
tain Yates, who was here on May T. ^ 
and ;t. and under examiners who w. re 
passed by C'aiit. Yates. 

Those who have not heen iniereste l 
in this work heretofore may not know 
that the Floriiia State Colle,i;e L. S. C. 
is directly affiliated with the Woman's 
Life Saving Corps of the American 
Red Cross. The American Red Cross 
is carrying on a nation-wide campaign 
that has lasted years and will last 
years longer, for the prevention of 
deaths by drowning. Many lives are 
lost that might be saved with a slight 
knowledge of methods of life saving. 
The girls who have taken the tests 
have this knowledi^e and are mission- 
aries to save lives. They will go out 
through the State to carry on their 
work.

NEW CERTIFICATE 
LAW 

Question 1. H v, nuiv an apidicant 
obtain a Primary -Certificate? 
Answer: (See pp 3-4 Sec. 6, lines 

1-22 inclusive) A Primary Certificate 
shall be issued to any eligible appli- 
cant meeting; the following require- 
ments: Firtt, who presenti satisfac- 
tory evidence of having received 
either special instruction for one 
year or more in primary mfethods 
and practice teaching in a recognized 
normal school, or of having had at 
least thirty two months expeii«ice 
as a teacher in the First, Second or 
Third Grade of a regular graded 
school of not less than four teach- 
ers: Second, who passes an oral 
and written examination on reading, 
arithmetic, English grammar, Com- 
position, geography, and tTnited 
States histcry, including the Consti- 
tution of the United States, and 
makes an average grade of 80< ;. 
with a grade oa ao subject below 
60 7r : Third, who makes an average 
grade of So', with a grade on no 
subject below eO'/c upon the follow- 
ing subjects as they relate to pri- 
mary teaching: nature study, draw- 
ing, manual arts, school singing, and 
the elements of psychology. A Pri- 
mary Certiiicate shall be valid for 
teaching only in the First, Secon<l, 
or Third Grade of a regular graded 
school of not less than f«mr teach- 
ers, and .sha! be valid for four years, 
except as otuerwi.se provided in this 
act.

United 
States history, including the Consti- 
tution of 'he United States, physi- 
ology, and theory and practice of 
teaching and making an average 
grade of 70% with a grade on no 
subject below 50' ; shall receive a 
Third Grade Certificate valid for 
teaching only in the fir.st eiglit 
grades of a school for one year iTov^ 
date of ;s.sue.

Second, it is our piirpose to cre- 
ate a medium for tlie expression of 
professional ideas an i ideals to the 
end that each of those who may 
have attraded tiie Summer School 
will return to their te^^pective jriaces, 
not only with a better knowledge of 
their subjects, but also with the 
proper undei standing of the meth- 
ods to be «aidoyed in imparting that 
knowledge to others in the most suc- 
cessful manner; with a broader out- 
look upon the field of education and 
an increased enthusiasm for their 
chosen profession. 

Third, to create a school spirit 
among our students wherein we may 
id\ become ac<iuainted one with 
another and thus be able to carry on 
the educati>nal work of the state of 
Florida in a cooperative rather than 
a competitive way; that we may bet- 
ter .see the manifold benefits to he 
derived from association with and 
personal instruction by the l^iding 
educators of the state and Income 
thoroughly imbued with the idea that 
our state institutions of higher learn- 
ing are doing a most wonderful work 
in the Summer School.

At this time it is impossible to 
pive definite information as to enroll- 
ment by counties, or courses pur- 
.sue<i. The records show a total 
enrollment of 560 which is the larg- 
est for summer school in the history 
of the College. .Many are e.vpected 
yet and in all probability the total 
will iwi^coximate 600. 

Every effort is being made to 
accommodate all comers an<l addi- 
tional classes will be formed for any 
course when necessary, or any course 
will be placed upon tiie schedule if 
sufficient demand be made for same. 

Especial stress is being placed 
! pon the curses required by the new 
certification law, text of which is 
^Wished in noUier edimm of tliis 
issue. 



The attention of all applicants for 
teachers' examinations is called to 
tlie provision of the new law which 
makes it the duty of the State 
Departmrat to prepare the questions 
and forward them to the County 
Superintendents, who hold the exam- 
inati<ms in their respective counties 
on the third Thursday of August. 
The papers will be forwarded to the 
State Superintendent who puts them 
in the hands of a state grading com- 
mittee to be graded. Each person is 
required to take the examination in 
his or her home county unless by 
special permission from the State 
Superintendent he is permitted to 
take it elsewhere. 



IIKALTH LECTURE 
On Tuesday evening of this week, 
quite a number of the Summer 

School Stiideiits enjoyed an interest- 
ing and instructive lecture, given by 
Mrs. Laura Jean Reid, ilirector of 
Bureau of Child Welfare of State 
Boanl of Health. 

Mrs. r.cid's subject was "What a 
Teacher Should Know about the 
Physical Welfare of the Child." 

Some of the main point.<; she 
touched on were: eyes, their dis- 
eases and corrections; proper seating 
of children in a school room; and 
some diseases, such as diphtheria, 
measles, mumps and scarlet fever, of 
which colds are often symptoms. 
She emphu.-izeil the fact that no 
child with a "bad cold' should be 
alloweci to remain in the school room. 

In speaking of the prevenuble dis- 
ea.<«s common among .school children, 
-Mrs. Reiil explained to the teacher 
how she may discern between small 
pox and chicken pox which are often 
confu.sed in their early stages. I:i 
chicken pox the small led bumps 
sprtad out into the flesh without a 
line of Jemarkation; while in small 
pox there is a distinct dividiBg line 
separating the bump from the 
leal thy flesh. 

Mrs. Reid stated that it was 
entirel within the province of the 
teacher to have a clinical tiiermome- 
ter in the school room and to be 
able to use it when needed.

The recent legislature passed a law 
requiring that definite courses of 
instruction in the Con.st:tution of the 
United States be o.ered in aU public 
schools of the stote. A Kke prewis- 
ion was included in the new certi- 
fication law, requiring all teachers 
to pass an examination upon the 
Coustilution of the Umted States, 
thus/placing the instnntents in the 
hands of the state with which it is 
possible, for the first time, to require 
a thorough course in citizenship for 
the b«>efit of the future citizens of 
Florida. 

It might Le interesting to know 
that Florida was the twenty -second 
state <rf the union to adopt such a 
law and that a rinrilar measure is 
new pending in seven other states. 
It will not le many years before 
we must reaUze that the training of 
youth for future citizenship Hie 
one most impwrtant duty of the 
teacher.

parts of their examination unexpired 
First Grade Certificates may be 



exempt from writing papers on the 
subjects required for the same. To 
be ehgible to an examination for a 
Proiessioi-al Certiticate, on and after 
July 1, ]'J_'4, au applicant must give 
satisfactory evidence ot having com- 
pleted four years of High School 
work; provided that no person cer- 
titicated prior to July 1, 1924, shall 
t'e excluded from a teacher's exam- 
ination by tlie provisions of this Act.

. of the past year is full of 
material about the tests some of it 
technical, but much of it easy an.l 
even thrilling reading for any one 
•t all interested in education. 

IVrh.ips the most; important sin- 
trie fact to be made clear is that 
thp psychological tests of general 
nulliponce, as indicated, are but 
. . part of the measurement move- 
:•.!!!. not an isolate.l phenomenon. 
The measnrement movement, in 
turn, is part of a very real and 
far reaching effort to make educa- 
tion a science. The measurement 
movement in this countr>' began 
mcst vigorously with school sub- 
jects, rather than in tests of gen- 
eral intelUgenee. It started in an 
honest attempt to substitute for the 
in.ii^i lual judfrment of tfne teacher 
as represented in teachers' marks, 
standards eompQed from the ju.lp- 
mcnts of many cmnpetent judges.

HEALTH COEUMN 

Deafness 

The improved hygiene of the f auc- 
ial area, which includes the tonsils 
and adenoids, will result eventually 
in a decrease of deafness just as 
it lias already resulted in a decrease 
in rheuraatisui. However, the fact 
that years ^apse between cause and 
effect, between infections of the 
fauces and the permanent partial 
deafness which results, will make 
the control of deafness due to fau- 
cial infections a slow process. Just 
as is the ca;e with tuberculosis, 
heart liisease and all other condi- 
tions In which the clinical manifes- 
tation lags years behind the cause. 

And then there rs the deafness 

due to other causes. 

All in all, we will have a deaf- 
ness problem for a long time. I 
am sure that out of this iong cou- 
tinuing proMem there will come 
development of aids for the partially 
deaf ear just as there has come 
such a rich harve^ of aids for tliie 
poor seeing eye. 

When the sound wave, in its rela- 
tion to hearing both in general and 
in relation to the individual ear, has 
been as ca/efully studied as has the 
liiiht wave in general and in its 
relation to the individual eye, the 
scientist will have done his part. 
I do not think that he, as yet, 'jias 
(lone his full share. When he has 
properly acquitted himself two other 
groups of people wiU have to do 
their part. 

First, the partially deaf man will 
have to \iew hi< need and the rem- 
edy just as the msm with poor signl 
<ioes his. There is no more reason 
for disincliiuttion to use aids for 
hearing than there is for disinclina- 
tion to use aids for seeing. And 
some men affect glasses for the 
looks of the tiling! 

Poor hearing is in no sense a dis- 
grace. Once the art of fitting the 
ears is developed to the pre.sent 
plane of eye fitting, poor hearing 
will not be regarded as in any .sense 
a cause of inefficiency. There's the 
rub just now! People do not want 
to be known as deaf because t:iey 
fear they will be regarded as inef- 
flcient. This fear should go the way 
of fear of inefficiency from poor 
vision. 

.\nd, finally, the general public 
nust come to accept partially deaf 
men as they now accept men with 
poor sight. That they will do when 
aids to iiearing are accepted as 
being on a plane with aids to vis- 
ion.

State Superintendent t awthon has 
recently made a rulinfr in regard to 
11, • . xtcnsion of certificates which 
will i.e of much interest to all cer 
lificate holders who are plannins <.n 
advancinsc the grade of their certifl- 
rat<»s i,y taking the August exaanna- 
lions. 

The announcement follows: "The 
status of a new oertitU ate obt^iiifd 
by esamination next month will 
4ie the same relative to extension as 
an old certilic:.t.- ht-ld by th.. party 
Obtaining the new one. " This means 
that if you are entitled to an esten- 
!uon on the certificate which you now 
hold, you will be entitled to an exten- 
■ don upon a oerti^cate which yoa 
make as the result of taking the 
Aiisust exanunations. 

This is a rutins which should be 
greatly appreciated by the teachers 
4b general as there are many v ho 
wiU be anxious to convert their old 
tsertificates into certificates comply- 
ing with the provisions of the new 
»iw t>ut who have hesitated becauite 
they did not wish to sacrifice their 
extension rights. 
Remember, that you should retain 

jCOUr old < ertificati s ;ind talce it to 
your CViimty Superiiit- ndi nt when yon 
go to take the examination if yon 
wish to claim exemptions on any of 
the sidtjects embraced In yonr old 
certi&»te. After the examination 
yo<i may send your old f^rtificate to 
^tbe 'State Supfriutfiident so that he 
may issue you an extension upon it 
ia case you fail to pass the ezaml- 
.nation and thus not l>e entitled to an 
extension u|Km a new certificate, as 
fipr the provisions of the ruling as 
stated above. 

Tf you do not contemplate takine 
ai eKamination in Auirust, you should 
turn your certificates in to T>ean Sa'- 
l(»y ^o that he may certify them to 
the State Superintendent for exten- 
si(m.

THE JUNIOR RED CROSS 



Any public, private or parochial 
school will be enrolled as a School 
Auxiliary upon application of the 
princii>al or teacher to the School 
Committee of the local Kt ,1 Cross 
chapter accompanied by a reniittani-e 
to cover, as a minimum, as many 
subscriptions to the Junior Red Cross 
News as th(it> roDius in the 

school. The snbscriplion price i.s ."i<> 
cents per .school year of nine months. 
In such schools individual memlier- 
ship may be obtained in one of the 
three followini: wa>.s: by making 
individual contribution to the School 
Serrice' food, by taidng definite part 
in school projects to raije School 
service fund and by performine sie- 
niticant .servii-e to school conununity 
or chapter, the teacher as jxidse. 
Completion of sudi work entitles the 
pupil to sien the membership roll 
and to wear the .funior button, .\fter 
enrolling the school should decide 
what Red Cross program it wishes to 
undertake and the Chapter School 
Committee will assist with sunnes- 
tion.s. Funds raised by the school 
are called Service Funds and are used 
for three purposes: subscription to 
Junior Red Cross News: financin;; 
Io.:iI Ued ( riiss work of the school 
or the -National Children's Fund bs 
which are tinanced the foreign pro- 
jects of the Juniors. 

There are many activities of which 
the foU'twini; are typii-al. They pro- 
duce garments, quilts, and rugs for 
iastitutimis and emergency use; fur- 
niture and hospital equipment for 
home an;l foreign use and make toys 
for poor children. The formation of 
health habits are included in instruc- 
tion in First Aid. community health 
projects, etc. They are taucht per- 
sonal service by plannini; entertain- 
ments for orphans ;.i;d children's hos- 
pitals, reading to invalids and distrib- 
uting books and flowers. They learn 
community service by participation 
in (omniunity health canipainr.s, beau- 
tifying home and school eroiinds. 
They correspond with American and 
foreign schools by letters and mate- 
rial illustrative of the school and 
community life, — thus cultivating a 
spirit of world neighborliness. Pro- 
jects whidi are financed l.y them 
include hot lunches for schorls, open 
air schools, milk station.<» and sani- 
tary drinkin;; fountains while abroad 
in war devastated areas they estab- 
lish playgroonda and vocational 
schools.

All (lurinj; the past week the entir* 
student lx»ly has received some very 
interesting: an.l helpful infoniiati..n 
aloni; the line of health trainin*; in 
ti„. iHiblic schools thro the rarioiis 
demonsartions put on tiy the class in 
Health Ktiiir-ation, Miss Reba Harris, 
inrtructor. This is the first time the 
colle;:e has off«red a amrse of this 
k.n.i. and slnoe so few teachers know 
tiow t'> carry on health procranis in 
tbeir schools, the memLens of the 
cUss felt th«t they would Uke to 
| js> on the the entire student body 
>ome of the helpful suKgestions they 
wert> rei-eivins. 

This class is thorcrfy modern in its 
system of health training, for the 
u^uri are not .oiUy.told. w>»t ,to 
i.acn aad h"w to teach but they are 
practicing the teaehinss daily. The 
course Is divided into two parts— 
-How to live." and "How to t«M* 
othei.s te live, ' ar I every student is 
making a special effort to biiiM up 
her health that she may . xeniplify 
her 0wa health te^hings. ' Know 
your body and ite needs. Bnild for 
stren;:th. Ion;: life !tn<i usef ilnesa." Is 
their motto. At the bepnnina of the 
course every roeoiber of the class was 
wei.-iiert and those who were over 
t.ti jiounds imderweight were given 
.. Uii.ro physical examination by Dr. 
ioung. the college physician. Many 
defe«<8, swsh as throet.- noae,- eyes. 
• ars and teeth have been corrected. 
^^even health chores, including eat- 
ing Kreen vegetables and fresh fruits 
drinkiBK milk, sleeping eight hours, 
at least thirtjl mintttes <rf outdw 
-exercise, and the tike, were wwAed 
out by tbe class. Kac* one was given 
a canl i-onUining these chores ami 
dally they maka every effort to keef 
these nfles and mark the same on 
their .arrts. Iniiividual food charts 
were als I kei.t and it was found at 
the se( ..li.i wei^hiti:: three weeks later 
that nearly every underweight in the 
class bad « wined, w 

They have worked out projects and 
^^li'H.I room devices for presenting 
m l stimulating interest in the fornia- 
i'on of good health haliits among t)ie 
R'-hool children, and have di8playe<l 
these in the form of posters during 
ih,. past week at their exhibit on the 
iiiaiti floor of the Administration 
I'uilding. Each day they have had a 
most attractive display. Many of the 
posters and booklets were marie by 
f'l'' class and show results of care- 
f'll planning )ind work. Ka'h day the 
display brought forth new posters 
suitable for the different grades and 
'iei^rtnunt. Monday was teachers 
'iiiy 'no .vou exemplify .\our health 
leachinssB." Tnesdi^, primary day: 
^^'ed&esday, intermediate grades : 
Thursday, high school: and Friday, 
••\\'ho'8 Who in Healthland." featur- 
ing literature and posters from the 
'diffn^ellt national and state health 
"rgaiiizatlons, and i>oster displays 
from the various counties aad schools 
in the state.

liuined? Physical Education has been 
deaned as "that which sees in nieas 
iires insurinK bodily health and the 
'i-bt kind and amount of motor 

* ity an a\enue of iipproaoh thru 

Inch the whole individual may he 
ii.Huenced for good in mind and 
character as well as in body." 

To obtain these results a definite 
course must he followed. Such a 
proKram, in addition to definite health 
training, should provide for physical 
activities that will meet the needs 
of growing boys and girls. Much 
iiiiie should he allowed for pl.iy- 
this the recess periods alone lio net 
suffice. Where a definite period ilaily 
has been devoted to physical educa- 
tion the pnpUs and the teachers alike 
have been benefited. 



'iauies alone, when properly 
selected and carefully supervistd 
may. in some eases, suffice in the 
physical education of youth, but there 
are some very positive benefits to be 
derived from other actinties: and 
when the child has reached the age 
of adolescence, these activities should 
be p:-'.; 

Tlie l»aily Class fenod 
The first ten minutes of the daily 
class period might well be devoted 
to marching;, running and gymnastic 
tactii"s pro|>erly commanded. Aside 
from the phy.siological effects of such 
exercise wad the mental qualities of 
alertness and accuracy derived, a 
most efficient means is furnished for 
the nianasement of a lan^e sroup 
of pupils in formal activities and In 
organization for informal recreational 
work. Sometime should also he 
devoted to pasture training that the 
l>upils may be aided in maintaining 
correct posture and become con- 
scious of faulty attitudes. At least 
half of the class perold, however, 
should be sp»nt in recreational activ- 
ities mimetic exercises, rh.vthmie 
stei>s, dances and sames. The mimetic 
exercises are imitations of various 
inovementa used in sport and In 
industry and have an appeal to all 
.i:;e>. F r hi^h school girls, rhyth- 
niif steps an.i danfes provide valua- 
ble trainins in rhythm, freedom of 
movement, coordination, and in con- 
trol, from which will result poise, 
grace and naturalness in nrria-,p. 

Games should l>e chosen t.> fit the 
definite needs of the class for that 
day. When one of the strenuous type 
is chosen where there is danger of 
injury' resultins from the exercise, 
the weaker pupil-s should be siven 
easy positions or excluded entirely 
I from participation. By "weak" we 
i mean all pupils known to be suffer- 
inz from or showin-' symptoms of 
hook worm or ..ther intestinal para- 
sites, or from heart or lun-.- troubles. 
For these, special exercises should be 
provide! such as easy hiking, sim- 
ple games aid sinuins. I 
To insure safety to all pupils a| 
medical examination should b.- -iven ! 
at the hesinnins of the schmil term 
and all grouping for athletic activi- 
ties should be made on the basis 
of the results of th's examination. 
ReeesH and After School Periods 
The recess periods should be care- 
fully supervised and eaoh game suitid 
to the needs of the pupils partici- 
pating therein. With hig'i school 
girls, too often, basket b.ii is the 
onlv recess activity enjoyed. This 
came, while securing widespread 
hygienic results, can not Ik- pl*yed 
with impunity hy evcy sirl. Where 
an organic weakness exists, heart 
strain may easily result f-.m the 
strennons exercise demanded m the 
uame. Ksi>ecially is this true of the 
untrained player. Because of this 
the girls most needim: physical train- 
ins are often neslected. 
"where there is definite supervision 
of recess activities, a seasonal pro- 
gram can he followed and every sirl 
be given the opportunity of experi- 
encing the joys of participation, in 
wholesome play. Her phys'cal edu- 
cation can be broadene.l throuah 
acauirin? a certain deiree of pro- 
ficiency in many active sanies smh 
as Captain Ball, Comer Ball, New- 



comb, Hanrl Tennis, Fist Kail, Vol- 
ley Ball, Ling, Indoor Base and 
Bat Ball, besides innumerable other 
s.itncs and athletic events of mo.-e 
siuiiile or i;a nidation. If such a pro- 
sram is used the life and morale of 
the High School girls will be bright- 
ened and strengthened while the 
desire for healthy recreation will be 
estaldished, ,ind in many cases will 
carry mer into adult life. 

Measuring Kesiults in Physical 
Biaeation 
In any program of physical educa- 
tion definite goals should l»€ estab- 
lished and regular test.s ;:iven to 
determine the resolte -ohlained. The 
following are suggested ideals and 
teste to measure the approach to 
these ideals. 

1. Physical health, with the quali- 
ties of strensth, endurance, speed, 
skill, and liodily control. 

Tests: General health testa, and 
special physical efficiency teste. 

•J. Mental and social health, with 
the iiualities of alertness, cheerful- 
ness, honesty, cooi)eration, friendli- 
ness, courtesy, loyalty, self-subordi- 
nation, and sdf control. 

Tests: The behavior, as a player 
or as a si>eculator, durins: compet- 
itive intra- and inter school contests 
(especially where the interest is 
keen). 

Since inter-school athletic contests 
have a distinct place on the normal 

phvsical ediication program, they can 
not be overlooked. President Ansrell 
in one of his articles writes, "The 
motive of keen, honorable competi- 
tion and rivalry properly controlled 
is one of the finest weapons In the 
moral arsenal." But we must "im- 
prove the conduct of the sanies and 
the standards of sportsmanship." 
All contesta must be properly safe- 
guarded and controlled and all harm- 
ful outside influences barred. Xo 
competitor who is not physically At 
should be allowed to enter. The 
events themselves should he safe and 
wholesome and clean play demanded 
by all. The ideals of good sports- 
manship, so frcMiiently distorted by 
the mo<iern athletic enthu.siast, must 
be upheld while professionalism and 
the commercial siMrit must forever 
be banished from such contesta. 
While holding their place on a school 
prov'iain, such conii>etitions should 
never be allowed to encroach up«m 
the regular mass activities. 

\Vhen our schools plan and con- 
scientiously carry through a well 
balanced prosram of Physical Edu- 
cation, and when the leaders in this 
work consistently I'y precept and hy 
example uphold the highest ideals, 
we can expfect trt reaUze the full 
meaning of Physical Education where 
"the word 'physical" is emplo.ved to 
denote the means and not the end."

will be necessary, hut the teachers 
will Ih trained to make assisnments 
which reiiulre the least unne<-essary 
labor in their execution, and non- 
es.sentiais will lie (Knitted from the 
course of study. 

Several topics and many details are 
of necessity left out of this exposi- 
tion, as, for instam-e. the manipula- 
tion of laboratory, or donble jieriods. 
This, hy the way, can lie worked out 
in such a manner that the student 
recite in one subject, ami hnvc a 'mu 
minute lalwtratory period within th.

Cimstitatlon Week services were 
celebrated st (he Florida State College 
for Womea last ^iturdi^ at twelve 
o'clock. 

The program offered a number of at- 
tractions:

Judge Ixjve, in an interesting as well 
as instructive address, exidained that 
Constitution Week had lieen set aside 
for the purpose of encouraging higher 
and better standards of citizenship, 
and also to encourage the study of his 
history, origin and nature of the Con- 
stitution of the United States. It has 
been characteristic of America to 
value too lightly the laws and the writ- 
ten records of the orison of their gov- 
ernment 

Especially since equal suffrage, 
should women know something about 
this Constitution of theirs. So long 
as there is work for man to do, there 
is responsibility for woman concerning 
it. .Tudge Love elegantly emphasized 
the importance of woman's influence 
in politics, as well as elsewhere, and 
pointed out that it is woman who ever 
sets the standard. 

.Judge Love gave a. brief survey of 
the conditions which influenced the 
formation of a constitution. There 
were several historical eras: the Colo- 
nial lasted until about 1774; the Ccm- 
gressional ESra, which could resolve 
but not legidate. lasted until about 
1781; the Confederation Era. which 
could legislate but not exeeate. lasted 
until about 18S1; and the present or 
Constitutional Era. 

Judge Love stated that It was from 
May 26. 1787. nnttt 8q>tember 17, 1787,

that the convention in Philadelphia 
lasted for the formulation of a consti- 
tution of the I'niled States. The con- 
vention was comiiosed of wise states- 
men and earnest patriots who realized 
the need of a strons; central i-'ovcrn- 
ment. They also realized the need of 
local legislature for local affairs, as 
well as the fact that government 
should not be tor the favored few. 

It is intere^ing and significant to 
note that the baidc principle of this 
government is derived from Cliristian- 
ity. The idea is that man as a unit is 
resiionsible to God. It is man's right 
against king's right or class right. 

"The Constitution, ' said .ludne I.ove, 
"is something to be sttidied out not 
because, of its relation to the .Amer- 
ican citizen but liecatise of its perma- 
nent interest to the lover of history, 
liberty, and constitutional history 
throughout the worid."

! amendments. The preliminary read- 
' ing of these amendments was made 
I in student body meeting after the 
chapel service on Wednesday, October 
third. Voting on the ameDdraents will 
be held one month hence. A copy of 
the proposed amendments is submitted 
herewith : 

AMENDMEa^TS. 
Article 5, Section 2. 
1. (a) All officers shall be nomi- 
nated by a nominating committee com- 
posed of four seniors, three jtiniors, 
I two soi)homores. and two freshmen. 
' lb) The ]iresidi-nt shall lie elected 
i from the senior class, the vice-presi- 
dent from the junior class, the treas- 
I urer from tlie sophomore class, and 
the secretai y from either the Juqior or 
soiihonioie class. 

Article 5, Section 3. 
Each house piesident shall within 
her own dormitory exercise general 
supervision of all matters falling with- 
in the province of the association and 
shall act as chairman of a house com- 
mittee composed of the protectors of 
the dormitory. This house committee 
shall meet once a week and shall try 
and pass decision upon all cases of 
misdemeanor which shall occur in the 
dormitories. Each house president 
shall submit a l eport of the house com- 
mittee for the ai)|)roval of the execu- 
tive committee. 
Article 7, Section 1— Membership, 
fa) To be omitted, 
(b) The president, vice-president, 
secretary, treasurer, house president, 
class representative, and fire chief 
shall be members of the committee. 
The president of the Y. W. C. A. shaU 
be an ex-olficio member of the commit- 
tee. 

By-Law. 

9. Any member of the exectitive 
committee has the authority to go over 
an official study sign or closed sign in 
the Interest of the association.

Uist Suiiii;iy eveninj?, after Geneva 
ItickaiU had upened the Y. W. serv- 
ices, Ethel Henry and Gladys Jordan 
spoke on uatioual and international 
aspecU ol Uie T- W. C. A. 
. Miss Hanry, the first speaker, in her 
talk compared the local organization 
to a spoke in a huge wheel, a cog in a 
great national association. She ex- 
plained that the United States was di- 
vided into twelve sections, each sec- 
tion having a seat nl (•(iiiference. Blue 
HidL'e.

Here the dele- 
s . li c l caiiiiiilates whu i;f) to At- 
lanta coiiventiDiis, elects iiienibers to 
sit i>n the iuit;i'iial council, which has a 
I lal of twelve members. Then Miss 
Henry touched upon the different de- 
partmeaU of the Y. W. C. A., which in- 
clude the associations for industrial 
girls, business women, protessional 
women and women of leisure, as wellj 
as tor high school girls. 

In suoUBing up her si eh. Miss 

Henry told of the following; a( com- 
plishmenU of the Y. W. C. A : 

1. It promotes student industrial co- 
operation, especially by organizing 
groups of •'students-in industry." 

2. It sends out traveling secretaries 
and arranges conferences in all re- 
gions. 

It publishes a monthly magazine, 
the •Woman's Press." 

1. it sends national secretaries to 
fourteen foreign cotiiitiies, and con- 
tributes to the Student Friendship 
Fund to aid studenU in devastated 
areas. 

5. It encourages better social under- 
undiug. 

6. It is vitally concerned in educat- 
ing our country to bring about social 
and legislative reform. 

The next speaker was Miss .loidan. 
Her talk was on "The World Student 
ChiiMiau Feilerai ion." Miss Jordan 
explained tbat tti s federation is com- 
po.sed of students from all over the 
world who are at work at all times 
.iryini; to understand the world's prob- 
lems. Tiiey correspond between coun- 
tries in an effort to bring all nationali- 
ties closer toi;ether. Colleges of dif- 
ferent countries become sister colleges 
and exchange students in order that 
they may better understand each oth- ^ 
er. The Y. M. C- A. as well as the Y. | 
W. C. A. is a member of this world fed j 
eration. 

Miss Jordan's closing words were. 
"Let's love one another and love one 
another so much that we will want to 
Join the Y. W."

Mona Lisa Smile Found on 
Ancient Sculpture 

That Leonardo de Vinci was not the 
inventor of the strange, alluring smile. | 
which has made "Mona Lisa" the ' 
most famous painting the world, is a 
new charge which has caused wide- 
Spread interest among artists. 

An unkown Egyptian who lived be- 
tween If.iin and 1370 B. C, is now 
credited with being the first man to 
conceive the smile which has been for 
years the snbject of increasing com- 
ment by critics and phychologists. 

Cecil B. DeMllle, motion picture 
producer, who made this discovery, 
unearthed the "Egyptian Mona Lisa," 
during weeks of research for material 
for elaborate Egyptian scenes plan- 
ned for his forthcoming film version 
of "The Ten Coaunandments." He 
was the first to recognize the remark- 
able resemblance between Leanordo 
de Vinci's "Mona Lisa" and the 
Strange smile on the face of the 
statue of the Egyptian Goddess Isis, 
now r< |i oslng in the Birmingham Mu- 
seum, Birmingham. England. 

A Dr. Anthony, a predecessor of the 
famous Egyptologist, Prof. Flinders 
Petree. discovered the strange Isis in 
1842 at Thel)es. It has been famous 
I for many years because of the free. 
I natural manner it Is done in contrast 
to the hide-bound convention which 
! circumscribed most art of the period. 
But apparently all who have viewed 
It failed to notice the "Mona Lisa" 
tendency. 

When Director DeMille made a com- 
parison of pic tures, however, the re- 
semblance was immediately made evi- 
dent. 

There is no chance that de Vinci 
could have copied the "VKyptlaa Mona 
Lisa," as It waa not jtaoofmnA mttt

]<n\i out and form the trellis upon 
whi( h they drape their thoughts."

"I suppose th^r coBvermtiaii Just 
scintillates witM orlgtaaMty." 

"They utter trite expressions only 



during a mental breatbing speH," he 
came back, sticking to his guns and 
defending his sex. "They do it ■when 
the brain is concentrated on a certidn 
question or situation and they are 
marking time until the exact answer 
works itself out. 

'"Women on the other hand are 
more self-centered. They are not vit- 
ally interested in what is being said 
and they don't take the trouble to 
think up an original answer. It's so 
much easier to fill in the gap with 
'Well, such is life,' or 'Two's company, 
three's a crowd,' or any et th» old 
favorites." 

' Is there any help for us?" I asked 
meekly. 

"When one has become a chronic i 
platitudinarian," he replied, "the first 
efforts to reform ari' somewhat pain-! 
ful. One's brain really creaks when 
he tries to think up original sets of 
words. But it is worth the effort, and 
It can be done.

' up with it, so tonight I made a meal 
i cake and marked it into seven pieces, 
i one for each day of next week. Keep 
I forgetting to mark off the days on the 
' calendar, but dm't have to be re- 
minded to eat! 

Seventh week. Bad weather still. 
Wednesday there was a severe hurri- 
cane. Thought sure the "Flrecrest" 



was going down, but by hard work 
I managed to keep her afloat When 
1 went down to get my sui!|;»er. the 
Kerosene stove refused to light. That 
was a climax in discouragement, and 
I neariy turned In for the Bermudas. 
After four hours' labor I succeeded in 
fixing It, but was too tired to make 
anything but t*'a. "Friday" and I ate 
Thursday, Friday, and half of Satur- 
day, so I'V^ been forced back io my 
old method of keeping calendar; 

Eighth week. Sailed as close as 
two liiiudred miles to the Bermudas 
ami, tiniiing good weather, am plan- 
iiiii-' in heat north very soon.

Ninth week. Beat against a strong 
north wind all week. Took Tuesday 
dinner on board the Britannia.

At 
first everyone regarded me as an 
escaped lunatic, but their curiosity 
waned when they learned that I was 
on a pleasure trip.

Dean Sandels, of the Home Eco- 
nomics department, gave an interest- 
ing talk at the chapel services Wed- 
nesday aioming when she discussed 
social service work and what it has 
mean tto the people of the United 
States as a whole. The last confer- 
ence of those interested in such work 
was belli this past spring in Washing- 
ion. D. C. and marked an epoch of 
fifty ytars of such work for social 
welfare in t.he Untied States. 

The first meeting tor such a purpose 
was held in Milwakee in 1873. a con- 
ference held ly the Stale Hoard < oii- 
eeriiin?.' ihvrities. and four states 
were represented. At the afore- 
iiieiiioied meeting in Washington 
there wi re four thousand peojile i)res- 
ent and every state in the Union was 
represcnti d. as well as the majority 
of ort'anizations for the purpose of 
soi ial wellare. 

.\t the past lui'i'iiiii; tlte work was 
s'lnimeil up under five different in- 
rods. The first ten years was the 
|ii riod when peojile were interesied in 
sta.islics. This was good as far as 
they went and was a necessary back- 
sr<wnd. PHirrng the acTct ten yea r? 
attention was devoted to the humane 
care and treatment of people in pris- 
ons, institutions of all sorts, and 
money was appropriated for those in 
need. The next ten years Was devoted 
to tbe care and cure of defectives and 
dependents. The fourth ten-year pe- 
riod was devoted to the preventative 
idea for ills and evils. The creed of 
prevention was introduced as a matter 
of faith, with hopes that it would 
prove successful. The present ten 
years has shown the result of the pre- 
vention creed and its relation to dis- 
ease and poverty. 

Plu- value of what has been accom- 
plished in the past fifty years cannot, 
of course, be estimated numerically. 
It will mean semething, though, to say 
that in this half century of effort for 
the betterment of iniblic good that the 
span of human lit • has hi en ini reased 
on an average from 41 years of age, 
which vvas the average life of a man 
fifty years ago, to .'><> years, which is 
the average life of a man today, this 
one examide indicates tP.e many 
changes in conditions for the better 
that contributed to such a result. 

The social welfare workers are in- 
t(>rested in tenement reforms, tuber- 
culosis, industrial conditions, child 
lalior and the general iniblic good. It 
is a mistaken idea that those who do 
.social service work belong to an ex- 
clusive organization that operates in 
the city slums. Every one has the 
opportunity to do such work in every 
town, no matter how small, for prob- 
lems continually arise, though they 
may be on a smaller scale than they 
would be in a city. Every one should 
take to heart the question of social 
work. The college girt who has had 
the advanti^es of aeeii^ how to get 
the most out of life, and ■wbj. should 
pass on what she has learned to the 
less fortunate. Tha>e are . housing 
problems, industrial problems even 
with the one-servant proposition, in 
every town, and there is always the 
relationship of family and community 
and the importance such a relation- 
ship has.

The commit- 
tee consists of S. L. Lowry, Sr., of 
Taini a. ('ommaiider of the Sons of 
Confederate Veterans of the state; 
Miss Agnes Pearson, of Orlando, presi- 
dent of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy of Florida; Miss Eliza- 
beth Skinner, of Dunedin, president of 
the Federation of Women's Clubs, and 
J. W. Harpe, of Crescent City, State 
Commander of Confederate Veterans.

Miss Lumpkin Speaks in 
Y.W. 

Last Sunday evening Y. W. was es- 
pecially honored by a talk given by 
Miss Katharine Lunipkln. national 
student secretary in the soutliern re- 
gion. In her speech Miss Lumpkin 
contrasted the youth movement in 
America (or, rather, the lack of it) ;

Miss Lumpkin 
also jiointed out that there were in 
this counlrv only two colleges, one in 
the east and one in the west, which 
are trving to find out the Ufe that Is 
in us and the life we are reaching out 
to However, Miss Lumpkin further 
explained that Individuals in America, 
rather than groups, are interested 
along these lines. 

' One of the ways." said Miss Lump- 
kin, "to express ChristUn purpose is 
by doing souiethinc that has the label 
* Christian on it. "But." she added, 
"it isn't the label that matters; it is 
the spirit." Christian association is 
only a means, only a method by which

Is Your Time Budgeted? 

It is alii'ost a triiism to say that if 
you want to do well in your college 
studies you must organize your time, 
because it is a human quality to want 
to gi\e more time to a course which 
you n ally like and slight one which 
is not (piite so interesting but which 
needs perhaps more of your time. 
Wheiher yo'i pn p.ire an assignment 
in one hour or two di pends partly upon 
.\our ;.ower of concentration auii your 
interest in the subject. As a practical 
aid in distributing your time adequate- 
ly the time budget cannot be equaled. 
The budget is a schedule for every day 
in the week and for every hour in the 
day. First, your class schedule should 
Ste plat ed uiion the budget. Then you 
should decide definitely when you are 
going to prepare the assignment for 
each course. The college rule is two 
hours preparation for one hour of 
recitation. That is the reason that un- 
less you are an unusually brilliant stu- 
dent you can not carry successfully 
more than 16<^ hours of work. The 
first four days of the week should be 
\ery carefully planned with classes, 
rec itations and .study periods. In a

When he was but six- 
teen years of age he won both the 
Grand Pri.x at the Brussels Royal Con- 
servatoire a ndhto Van Hal i rize. 

Lady Palmer, a pairGii of the arts, 
was so enchanted with Macmillen's 
superb i)erforniances that she |)re- 
senled him with a Stradivarius violin. 
This violin is l)elieved to he one of 
the two finest in existence, the other 
being used by Sarasate and belonging 
to the Spanish crown. This violin, 
which originally cost 3,000 pounds, but 
is now valued at $30,000, is used by 
Macmillen in all his concerts. The 
violin bears an inscription, "Antonio 
Stradivarius, Cremona, 1721." 

The requisites for such luscious 
tone as Macmillen produces are a 
great art and a great violin, and he 
has them both.

VASHII SCHOOL HAS 
INIERESIIN6 EEAIURES 



After a long, cool ride out past the 
Florida line Into Georgia and on to 
Thomasvllle, and a splendid suburb 
through which the road on the other 
side of Tbomasville winds, one comes 
to a sign reading "Vashtl School." 
And if one drives in through the gales 
and the grounds and stoj s at the main 
building, a fine three-story one, he 
finds himself in the midst of a school 
that is well-known in Florida as well 
as other southern and eastern states, 
thoutfh little is known of the actual 
nianageuunt. construction and per- 
sonnel of this splendid sehool. 

Charlofe Dye, a glorious example 
of the best tl at is Methodism, is the 
mother-matron, and it is she that 
greets th.e occasional visitor to the 
Vashti Sc hool. Her own beautiful life 
is an inspiration to her charges, to 
whom her utmost devotion is given. 

The student roll of the school in- 
cludes girls from eight to seventeen 
years of age; one girl older than the 
age limit is remaining at the school 
this year taking special work In busi 
ness. Grades are taught from the first 
to the high school, with some girls 
taking high school work before they 
l(<a¥« the care et Miss Compel 
tent teachers are secured for the 
.classes here and also act as matrons 
'of the bnildin.gs, having their rooms 
' in the same cottages and dormitories 
as the girls. Each teacher is respon- 
: sible for a chapel service, much the 
rsame as the teachers at F. S. W. C. 
I are. 

! Recreation is not one of the least 
important items on the curriculum, 
and is unrestricted out of class hours, 
except for Sunday afternoons, when a 
ri>st hour is observed. At this time 
librarv books are much In evidence: 
even the smallest of the girls are 
found with picture books or thrilling 
tales of treasure trove. A swimming 
I ool furtMshes amusement and is lo- 
eateil under spreading pecan and oak 
trees back of the main dormitory. A 
I playground is fitt( d with swings, see- 
jsaws anrl other plav implements dear 
I to youe<- hearts, and the younger girls 
1 are carefully directed by the older 
' ones in their play. 
I The smaller girls are found in the 
main building, where the wrhole top 
' floor is devoted to rooms, sleeping- 
porches and clothes lockers. Older 
ones are housed in cottages near the 
administration building, with a respon- 
sible young woman In <iiiaTge ot each 
cottage. 

i A beautiful new building has Just 
been constructed for the use of th° 
older girls. It has two floors, divided 
into rooms, with halls down the center 
of each floor. The rooms are beauti- 
1 fully furnished wit^ suitable furniture 
! and are constructed for the use of two 
' girls to a room, with the exception of 
a few single rooms. 

The guest room deserves a whole 
paragraph to Itself, for it is so ex- 
quisite that it cannot be merely men- 
tioned; some elal oration is necessary. 
To begin: The furniture is of splen- 
didly finished mahogany, blending 
charmingly with the interior finishing 
of the room. A fir- i fare graees one 
corner, with an inviting bo\-seat ex- 
t(nding across one side of the care- 
fully appointed room to the dressing

Campaign in Charge of the 
Presidents' Council 



During the past week a student 
friendship drive was carried cn at the 
FltJrida State Colle.ge under the au- 
spices of the presidents' council. 
.Miss Grace Lumpkin, sister of Mi.^s 
Catherine Lumpkin, spoke in chapel 
Friday. Her area include-; the south- 
ern colleges in wliicli she directs the 
work. Direct solicitation were made 
to the girls after Miss Lumpkin's ad- 
dress. 

A tew facts concerning the why ot 
the student friendship drive will 
awaken a sense of duty. There are 
31,000 Russian students who have 
only one meal a day. Fifty per cent to 
ninety per cent of all studants, vary- 
ing with countries of eastein Europe, 
Russia and the Near Fast, are actually 
below physical efficiency level. 

'Yr.a.v "are still 14,000 refugee stu- 
dents who have no home, no funds, 
are in Strang; lands, and are depend- 
ent on the students of America. Pro- 
fessors' salaries are so small that they 
live below the poverty line. Shattered 
currencies make savings wortbless 
and day-to-day provision for expenses 
aee iMBwy . ■raasvarary eoopwatien is 
the sorest road to permanent recom- 
stmction. 

The highest privilege of the Amer- 
ican student is to share through giv- 
ing initial financial aid to sjlt-help 
enterprises; by furnishing supplemen- 
tary food to sick and und ;rnourishf d 
students and professors; by helping 
to buy clothing essential for the se- 
vere-st winter weather; by giving ac- 
tive evidence of International Fellow- 
ship. 

Only the future will reveal the full 
constructive value of the Student 
Friendiifelp Fond — last year partici- 
pated in by 850 schools and colleges 
in the United States — through which 
in the past three years over |900,00O 
has been translated into relief and 
hope for over 100,000 students and 
l)iofessors in central Europe and the 
Near East. 

Forty-two nations co-operating in 
the service of seventeen nations, irre- 
spective of color, race, or creed, is a 
new world fact. While America's 
fund has been a welcome means of in- 
ternational fellowship, great material 
aid has also been given through the 
Student MOT»nemts of other nations, 
all the way from Holland and Norway 
to China and New Zealand. 

That present conditions necessitate 
the continuation of selective relief is 
the belief of over 6,000 students and 
professors in eighteen iniercollagiate 
conferences in widely distiibuted 
areas of the United Siate.-f. and be- 
etiuse of this belief they have vcted to 
continue the student friendship fund 
at least daring tbe coming winter.

Here was gathered a i;roup of six 
girls, students from different southern 
coUeges. who had given up their sum- 
mer pleaswres in order to study and 
get a better and tmer understanding 
of the working girl and her problems, 
and so bring this great vital question 
directly to the tsoUege world. 

We muadi the crackers, "and enjoy 
the cruHlies. buylnp them for a trifle, 
llttlf" thinking of the prir. . a hui;i;in 
price, r aid by that prpat V)oay of wori<- 
ers, victims not of accident, but the 
result of our prcsi nt industrial s.vs- 
tem. 

Throueh Miss Blackburn's experi- 
ences fine cau-'ht an inner glimpse of 
the fnrtorv eirl in her own world— her 
work, her interests, her pleasures, ber 
eiliics and her life. 

Long hours and poor pay afford the 
average factory girl meagre liveli- 
hood. To improve this condition dif- 
ferent churches have estaWlBhed 
bomes where the working girls may 
live and pay board according to their 
wages.

It 
tapers from the n:iddle towards the 
shaft as well as towaid the point, 
making it stronply resemble the an- 
cient short sword. It is not double 
rili;eil, however, but tapers from a 
thick bacli to an extremely keen edge. 
The scabbard of the bolo is made of 
native wood with rough outlined de-

Efficiency Test Resuhs 

It will be of interest to the student 
bodv to know facts concerning the 
results of the physical efficiency tests 
i;iven by the "gym" instructors. 

In the balancing test for co- 
ordination and poise, S6 per cent 
passed. ' 

In the Indian club race, as a test 
for speed an Uonirol of movement. 81 
per cent passed. 

In the Imaketball distance throw, a 
test for strength and ability in hand- 
ling a basketball. 66 per cent passed. [ 

In the basketbaU gwl throw, a test • 
for special co-ordination and skill, SI | 
per cent passed. ' 

These results Indicate several 
things about the average F. S. C. girl. 
She possesses poise in a fair degree 
and marked ability to move with speed 
and accuracy. She is not skilled in 
the use of a basketball either for 
throwing or fur o U shooting. Such 
ability comes only with practice. 

As far as basketball is concerned, 
these results indicate that the game, 
as taught in most of the hich schools, 
ministers to the few and not to the 
majority. Too great stress is put upon 
training a team for interscbool games 
and not enough interest is aroused in 
mass coniiietition.

Th>' Bureau of Kilucation will co- 
operate auain iliis year in the observ- 
ance of .\nieri' an l';(!ucatioii Week 
with the American Legion aiiil .N'a 
tional Education .\ss()( iaiion. This 
will be the fourth anse; ut ivc year in 
which an effort ha.'~ been uiaiie to I ni- 
phasize education for a week through- 
out the nation. Litst year's observance 
far exceeded In interest the previous 
efforts, and It is expected tliat this 
year's week will set a still higher 
mark of educational enthusiasm. It 
has been decided to change the date 
of the week from early In December 
to the latter part of November. This 
was done largely on the suggeadon of 
the faite President Harding, who 
thought that the former week was 
too much tinged with Christmas. We 
have had a great many retiuests from 
various organizations and individuals 
asking that the week be changed. It 
has been decided, therefore, by mutual 
agreement of the organizations ,spon- 
soring the week, tha} this year it 
shall be observed November 18-24, in 
elusive. 

As was the i asi' last year, each day 
in tile week will be set aside as a day 
oi siressini; some particular phase of 
education which is national in its 
iieeils ami siuniticance. The days of 
the w ek will li. oliserve l as follows: 
Sunday. .N'ln.ni'er l\ l-\tv Cod and 
Country: .\lon .ay. No\enilier 1H, 
American Constitution Day: Tuesday, 
No\ ember HO. Patriotism Day: Wed- 
nesilay. \ov ember 21. School and 
Teacher Day: Thursday. .N'ov nilier L'J. 
lliiti ra. V I lay. Friday. November 28, 
CoiiiniunilN li:iy: and Saturday, No- 
M'lnber -M. Physical Education Day.

The news- 
papers and the press generally may be 
counted on to continue their support 
of the movement. It is a conservative 
estimate that fully half the news- 
pai>ers of the country supported the 
campaign last year editorially, not to 
mention stories without numbt r that 
were published on ediuational sub- 
jects.

The Bureau of Education has set aside the week of November 18 to 24 for 
the observance of American Education Week. While schools and colleL'cs all 
over the country are co-operating in the fourth annual week devot. d to the 
furtherance of better schools in the United States. Florida State College will 
do her share by having daily chapel exercises in accordance with the genera! 
program. 

It is merely restating what has been many times reiterated, to state that 
education is a fundamental necessity of a democrac-y. Illiteracy is a serious 
bar to good citizenship and an obstacle to advancement in industrial and 

agricultural lines. 

Intelliueut voiini,' densaiiM- liiat the |ieo|de be educated, and education 
thus heroines tiie task of the state. I'litil there is a cons' iousness among 
th ■ 1 eo|)ie. however, thai edii'ation of the mass, .-s is essential, nothing can be 
donf towMr i allex iatin;; the iuiiorai:ce now so l aintiilly aiijiarent from statis- 
tics uathereii during and sin< e the great war I >nriie; the war army tests 
|)roveii that aliout 20 per cent of the nation s !MMiiiI::ti<>n rotiM not lise the 
English language with average intelligen< <•. 

As college students ought we not to feel thai in reiurn tor our eveeptional 
advantages we owe a certain period of time and effort '<> the cause of pdiica- 
tional advance? Not that all of us should be teachers: lleivi-n protect t!ie 
children of the schools from the teaching that they would suffer at the hands 
of some of us, perhaps. Those of us who feel fitted for the profession of 
teaching, however, could certainly choose nothing which would contribute 
more to the social interests of the state and the republic. 

All of us. though, by encouraging educational projects and campaigns, and 
by sui)porting institutions within our range of Interests, can do something 
toward making the educational sirstem more effective. 

It is hoped that American Week will bring to all of us some food for 
thought and some constructive sugi^estions. 



The following article from the leaf- 
let sent cut by the United SUtes Bu- 
reau 1)1 Education sums up In a satis- 
factory way thi' arguments for and 
benefits to be derived from the phys 
ical education program for public 
school children: 

"Thirty-two states have adopted a 
physical education program and others 
are preparing to do so. This is not a 
new wrinkle or fad, since physical ed- 
ucation is the survivor of many cen- 
turies. 

"The ancient Greeks divide:! thiir 
.subjects of study into music and gym- 
nastics Eac h youth was trained in 
the gyninasium. The heroes of Greek 
Ilteratuie weic those who receiveil the 
olive ciowu as the winner of some 
event :n the Olympic iiame-^. The pas- 
^al'e (jf time was even marked by 
tiles lilies, every fourtb year being 
an ( )l> iiipiiel. 

■I'i'.;. 11! .liucat; n i- le-cessarlly 
iiiic-:..il j.iil ol :;eiieral education. 
The whole child goes to school, both 
b^'dy and mind. The American public 
school has until recently tried tO de- 
velop the mind of the individual with- 
out thought of the body. The modern 
physical education program calls for 
-'ames for all — for games whlcti call 
:ntu play the fundamental nnisele 
-roups involved in running, jumpiiii;. 
throwteg. and climbing: all form a 
large part of the iirograni. Story 
pl.iys. rythmic action plays, and run- 
ning games for ihe vitv tiny tois: folk 
dancing, competitive athh tii s. crgan- 
ized games, and stimulating mass 
drills for the older children are the 
tools with which the teacher has to 
work. 

"Physical education also concerns 
itself with those muscle groups which 
hold the body in an erect position. The 
clae relation between self-respect and 
r>o.<iture is familiar to all of us. Phys- 
ic!ii education through games makes 
for- the social and moral development 
• if the child. The playeround knows 
nr> race, class, or social distinction. 
The be^t man fer Ihe pnsiiion is the 
one <hi)sen. Ue<ii;;nition and acknowl- 
edLrmerii of the ri«lits of others must 
1" olis,M\ei| in all teamwork Co- 
operation and teamwork are .^ynony. 
IhiillS. Where liut on the play field 
does the chid learn Mie elene nt^ of 
true sportsman.- hii''.'

"Furthermore, the physical educa- 
tion program concerns itself with the 
health of the child. It centers the at- 
t ntion on positive healsh habits. 
Physical activity focuses the atten- 
tion of the child on physical condi- 
tions from the constructive standpoint 
rather than from the morbid side. 
Thus health education becomes an 
ever-present element in physical edu- 
cation

the reacfon ot certain elements whir h it contains, prepares the food for 
digestion and ultimate assimilation.

I'uder the slogan "Clothes for Cross- 
nore" the students of last year con- 

dnrted ;i drive for old I'lothes, with the 
result that two laree liaKs of useable 
weariiiL' apparel were sent to the C'ross- 
uore School in the mountains of North 
OaroUna. 

The 'H>os8iM»e" la a moantain 
school whfaHi tnw bvnt eBtbdy on 

funds raised by selling old clothes tton- 
trihuted by friends of the school. About 
two hundred mountain boys and girls 
receive a high scliool training and 
specialized tratnin); for various voca- 
tions throuf^h the drifts Of tile people of 
the I'nited States. 

The demand for old clothes in this 
region is practiially insatiable and 
tiiere is alwiiys smIp fop more than the 
school has on hand. All old clothes, 
shoes, hats, etc.. tliat are received at 
the school are first cleaned and 
thoroughly renovated. Some are givoi 
to the students in the school who are 
in needy clrcomirtaDcea ; tbe rest are 
sold to the BMOBtatneefS tn tte adja- 
cent c-ountry. 

The students of Florida State are 
asked to give two hags of clothes again 
this year. The committee, under the 
leadership of Belle Calvert, will ctollect 
these clothes within the ii«ct two 
weeks. 

This is a splendid ■ hance to have a 
part in the tine work of educating the 

.voun^ untain peoiile. and it is an 

opportunity no one should miss. 

The Crossnore School can use "any 
article ever used by man except old 
hooks," and it Is expected that a large 
amount of outgrown and discarded 
clothing vtU be odleetad before the 
Christmas holidays.
